ROCKY MOUNTAINS 


Superintendent of Forestry Campbell 
Declares That Establishment of 


Forest Reserve on the East Slope | complain that she had been defrauded 
of the Rockies Will Not Open|of her savings, amounting 


Park to Hunters—Will Prevent all 
Trespass. 


Calgary;—That the whole of the 
eastern slope of the Rockies, set aside 
by the Dominion government as a for- 
est reserve, will be also in effect a gi- 
gantic game preserve was the state- 
ment made recently by R. H. Camp- 
bell, superintendent of forestry. tt 
was feared that the reduction in area 
of Jasper park, Rocky Mountain paYk, 
Banff park and others, in consequence 
of the new forest reservations, would 
result in the throwing open to sports 
men of areas in which for ten years or 
more the game has been most strictly 
guarded. Such, however; is not the’ 
case, 

In explaining the situation Mr. 
Campbell said: There seems to be 
considerable misunderstanding in re- 
gard to the effect on the protection of 
game in the Rocky mountains of the 
re-establishment of parks within the 
Rocky mountains forest reserve since 
the passage at the Jast session of the 


Dominion parliament of the forest re- | 


serves and parks act.. It may be ex- 
plained that the act % question sets 
apart as a forest reserve the whole 
eastern slope of the Rocky mountains 
from the international boundary on 
the south to the boundary of the pro- 
vince of British Columbia, where the 
120th meridian crosses the Rocky 
mountains in the north. This re- 
serve includes all the areas now or 
formerly set apart as parks in the 
Rocky mountains by the Dominion 
government. 

The said act provides for the pre- 
vention of trespass within the whole 
forest reserve, and under’ the au- 
thority of the act and the regulations 
established thereunder any _ person 


‘may be prevented from éntéring 


on the reserve or may be removed 
therefrom by the forest ranger, and 
any person so trespassing will be 
subject to the penalties provided by 
the act for an infraction of the regula- 
tions. It is proposed to use the pow- 
ers so confronted by ‘the act for the 
protection of game to the fullest ex- 
tent that may be necessary and this 
will be absolutely the case in the dis- 
trict within the former boundaries of 
the Dominion parks. 

The parks are established as pleas- 
ure resorts with the object of »in- 
ducing people to go into them and 
make use of them as freely as pos- 
sible, but in the remainder of the for- 
est reserve the intention is to enforce 
the act and regulations for the pro- 
tection of the forests and the game 
even to the exclusion of the public, if 
necessary. 

The forest reserve-on the eastern 
slope of the Rockies will be the larg- 
est in America. It will extend north 
and south for a distance of about 500 
miles, and will have a width of from 
30 to 40 miles. The southern bound- 
aries of the reserve were located last 
year, and parties are now in the field 
locating the northern boundaries. 

Mr, Campbell states that the year 
1911 so far has been exceptionally free 
from fire. The only serious forest fire 
in Western Canada was the one at 
Prince Albert. The absence of fires 
has been largely due to the wetness of 
the season. 

Special precautions are to be taken 
to protect the timber along the Atha- 
basca river and shores of the Lesser 
Slave lake.. A fire patrol, built at 
Prairie Creek (mile 65 G. T. P.) has 
been floated down the river to Atha- 
basea Landing. While 40 feet in 
length, the boat draws but 18 inches 
of water. Its engines are guaranteed 
to send it against the stream at a 
speed of from six to eight miles. This 
boat will pass over the most shallow 
places and will be of great service in 
rushing men and supplies to the scene- 
of fire. 

Extra fire rangers, Mr. Campbell 
states, are being placed in the forest 
areas of the Smoky and Wapiti rivers, 
in Grande Prairie.

SCHOOL LESSO 


LESSON 1X.—THIRD QUARTER, 
FOR AUGUST 27, 1911 


Text of the Lesson, Jer. xxxix, 1-10. 
Memory Verses, 9, 10—Golden Text, 
Num, xxxii, 23—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

We have come to the end of the story 
of Judah for the time being, for when 
in captivity their history ceases dur- 
ing that period, Thus the 57% years of 
Acts xiii, 17-21, from the exodus to the 
the building of the temple, perfectly 
agrees with the 480 of I Kings vi, 1, 
by substracting the ninety-three years 
of the captivities in Judg. iii, iv, vi,, 
xiii; so also the whole period of the 
present age of Israel's rejection of 
Christ, which comes in between the 
sixty-nine Weeks and the seventieth 
week of Dan. ix, 25-27. Every believer 
should lay to heart that all time spent 
out of fellowship with Christ is time 
lost. 

The ten tribes had been carried cap- 
tive in the ninth year of their King 
Hosea, which was about the sixth 
year of Hezekiah, king of Judah. The 
Lord had borne with Judah about 130 
years longer, sending them prophet 
after prophet and giving them such 
good kings as Hezekiah and Josiah, but 
they were incorrigible. ‘They mocked 
the messengers of God and despised; 
His words and misused His prophets 
until the wrath of the Lord arose 
against His people till there was no 
remedy. Therefore He brought upon 
them the king of the Chaldees’* * * 
to fulfill the word of the Lord by the 
;mouth of Jeremiah” (II Chron, xxxvi, 
15, 17, 21). 

The account of this siege of Jerusa- 
lem, with the capture of Zedekiah and 
many of his people, is recorded in Jer, | 
lii and II Kings xxv, and more fully 
in those two chapters than in our les- 
son chapter. There were at least two 
very strange things in connection with 
this siege and the capture of Zedekiah.
